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Ford Foundation Finances 
Fund’s Race-Mixing Drive 


The Fund for the Republic was incorporated in December, 1952, with an initial grant of 
$1,000,000, following a decision by the Ford Foundation to establish a separate organization pur- 
portedly to “defend and advance the principles of the Declaration of Independence and the Con- 


More specifically, the five areas of immediate interest were stated as follows: 

1. Restrictions and assaults upon academic freedom. 

2. Due process and the equal protection of the laws. 

3. The protection of the rights of minorities. 

4. Censorship, boycotting and blacklisting actvities by private groups. 

5. The principle and application of guilt by association. 

The five announced fields of inquiry reveal clearly that the Fund is a partisan supporter 
of the Left-Wing, with all that name implies. 

FIGHTS ANTI-COMMUNISTS 

Reduced to plain English, the five areas of immediate interest mean simply (a) to promote 
integration of the colored and white races, and (b) to attack and attempt to discredit Congress- 
ional investigating committees, the F.B.I., the American Legion, the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, and similar patriotic organizations—in a word, to promote anti-anti-Communism. 





In February, 1953, the Ford 
Foundation appropriated an ad- 
ditional $14,000,000 for the 
Fund for the Republic, bring- 
ing the total grant to $15,000,- 
000 





The day before the Ford Founda- 
tion’s huge grant to the Fund was 
a. the United States House 
\of Representatives appropriated 
$300,000 for its Committee on Un- 
American Activities. According to 
news reports, the announcement of 
the Ford grant the following day 
prompted one House member to com- 
ment: “We appropriate $300,000 to 
fight Communism, they appropriate 
$15,000,000 to fight us.” 

In a speech to the Federated Civic 
Association at Cincinnati in February 
of 1956, Congressman Gordon H. 
Scherer (R-Ohio) said, “Congressional 
committees and the F.B.I., with the 
comparatively few dollars they have 
to spend in their fight against the in- 
ternal subversion of this country, are 
now compelled to divert their atten- 
tion to the constant onslaughts of 
organizations like the Fund for the 
Republic. A large part of the Fund’s 
$15,000,000 (tax exempt by the way) 
will be spent in an attempt to break 
down the public’s confidence in these 
anti-Communist institutions. The 
Fund will do the job in many ways, 
cleverly and subtly.” 

The Fund has subsequently reveal- 
ed in a three-year report how ap- 
oporyptd one-third of the $15,- 

000 grant has been expended. 


War Against South 
The report provides a_ veritable 
blueprint of the pattern of psychologi- 
warfare that is being waged 
against the South with an intensity 
that staggers the imagination of those 
are deeply and seriously con- 
cemed about the future of our South- 
land and of our country. 
Since the date of its incorporation, 
Fund reports that it has spent

FORD FUND FOR (WHICH) REPUBLIC? 


According to the respected Washington newsletter, HUMAN EVENTS, 
“accumulating evidence of the ultra-liberalism and blatant anti-anti-Com- 
munism of the $15,000,000 tax-free Fund for the Republic has spawned 
a new gag line appended by some to any mention of the organization's 
name: “Which Republic?’ ” 

The three-year report released by the controversial Fund, briefed in 
considerable detail elsewhere on these pages, states that each member of 
the Board of Trustees of the Ford Foundation formally approved the selec- 
tion of each original member of the Board of Directors of the Fund. The 
report goes on to say that subsequent to incorporation the Fund was to be 
independent of the Foundation. It would be surprising if arrangements 
had been otherwise, since this is normally the manner in which funds and 
trusts operate. 

Presumably, the Ford Foundation is satisfied with the results obtained 
by its progeny, since it has not bothered to repudiate any of the actions of 
the Fund or purposes for which their money has been spent so lavishly. 

It is interesting to note that Oscar Hammerstein II is listed as a Direc- 
tor of the Ford Fund for the Republic and is also listed as Vice President 
of the NAACP. 

It is also interesting to note that the Fund has granted $50,000 di- 
rectly to the NAACP to promote integration.

Pinkos In The Pulpit 


As those who have closely followed the subject know, the hard core 
of religionists and educationists who advocate a fusion of the white and 
colored races in social institutions, generally follow a rather consistent t pet 
tern of left-wing activity.

of 2109 American Methodist clergymen. 

Circuit Riders, Inc., is a national independent group of Methodists 
who expose and oppose the use of church facilities, programs and person- 
nel for the propagandizing of socialistic activities. 

A news release upon publication of the report stated: “The composite 
total of many thousands of incidents referred to in this compilation includes 
hundreds of cases of connections with such propaganda exploitations as the 
attempt to whitewash the Yugoslav administration of Tito at the height of 
Tito’s favorable relationship with Stalin; petition to release Earl Browder 
from Federal Prison; attempt to keep the Communist Party on the election 
ballots in the United States; defense or amnesty for the atomic-secret spies; 
defense or amnesty for the convicted leaders of the international conspiracy 
against the United States; agitation against U. S. foreign policy.” 

The release states further that many of the 209 people whose public 
records are listed therein were innocently duped, deceived, or exploited, 
but that there also appears little doubt that others seem to have made a 
career out of being duped, deceived, or exploited. 

“A Bishop or clergyman of national stature who aids many of the most 
blatant political-economic ‘fronts’ is of greater aid to the secular, and often 
international, propaganda projects than are the actual leaders of such in- 
trigues,” says the report. 

“2109” furnishes an excellent example of effective steps taken by pa- 
triotic Methodists, who are devoted to their church and who do not propose 
to see it misused for pinkish ends.

In a special bulletin describing its activities in the field of “race re- 
lations” (meaning race mixing) the Fund for the Republic describes in some 
detail the operations of the Southern Regional Council, recipient of grants 
totaling $445,000. 

The report contains the following statement. “The Southern Regional 
Council’s board of directors has from time to time included such well- 
known Southerners as Hodding Carter, publisher of the Greenville (Miss.) 
Delta Democrat Times; Dr. Charles S. Johnson, president of Fisk Univer- 
sity; Dr. Rufus E. Clement, president of Atlanta University; Rt. Rev. Charles 
C. Clingman, Protestant Episcopal Bishop of Louisville; Rt. Rev. E. A. 
Penick, Protestant Episcopal Bishop of the Diocese of North Carolina. 
Ralph McGill, editor of the Atlanta Constitution, was one of its incorpo- 
rators.” 

For a self-styled middle of the roader, Mr. Carter is traveling in 
strange company, and his name is being used to further the aims of persons 
and organizations whose views are far to the left of the “middle of the 


“road.” 


The partial records of Johnson, Clement, and Bishop Clingman are 
listed in the article elsewhere in this issue on the Southern Regional Coun- 
cil. Bishop Penick and Ralph McGill are listed in a Congressional commit- 
tee report as sponsors of a call for the second Southern Conference for Hu- 
man Welfare. Southern Conference for Human Welfare has been cited 
by the Committee on Un-American Activities, U. S. House of Representa- 
tives, as “a Communist front organization ‘which seeks to attract Southern 
liberals on the basis of its seeming interest in the problems of the South’ 
although its ‘professed interest in southern welfare is simply an expedient 
for larger aims serving the Soviet Union and its subservient Communist 
Party in the United States.’”

Grim Analogy Of

THE TRIBE THAT LOST 
ITS HEAD

In “THE TRIBE THAT LOST ITS 
HEAD”, Nicholas Monsarrat has cre- 
ated an anes island called Phara- 
maul just off the south-west coast of 
Africa. A hundred years or more of 
comfortable British rule have develop- 
ed a lazily accustomed pattern of life, 

familiar to black and white alike. 

The twin ingredients of tragedy ap- 
pear on the scene in the person of 
Dinamaula, returning to Africa to be- 
come Chief of the Maulas after a 
thorough schooling in English “social 
equality,” and in the person of Tul- 
bach Browne — “a yellow journalist 
whose livelihood depended on disas- 
ter, Browne took a rare delight when 
other people's lives went wrong, and 
a country in eruption was his dream 
come true.” 

Beginning with insignificant pin- 
pricks of irritation, under the expert 
ministrations of Tulbach Browne and 
a whole pack of similar journalistic 
types, the minor symptoms become 
rapidly cultivated into a raging 
plague. 

Those who are familiar with the 
carefully nurtured tensions of the Em- 
mett Till case in Mississippi and with 
the activities of the left-wing press at 
that time and subsequently, will rec- 
ognize the types described by Mon- 
sarrat with merciless clarity.

An Intriguing Thesis 
Based On Experience 


Underlying just about all argu- 
ments for integration and social equal- 
ity is the assumption that all races 
are equal. In “What Price Integra- 
tion,” a book by Austin E. Burges 
just off the press, the writer points 
out this underlying assumption and 
roceeds to disprove it. In doing so, 
e resorts neither to law nor to re- 
ligion but amasses his evidence from 
history, from science, and from sta- 
tistics. 

Mr. Burges is the executive secre- 
tary of the Associated Citizens’ Coun- 
cils of Texes, and prior to that was 
for twelve years with a public em- 
ployment office where he interview- 
ed no less than fifty thousand Ne- 
groes. He seems qualified, therefore, 
to know the subject. whereof he 
writes. 

Though serious in tone and in in- 
tent, the book is written in simple 
newspaper English enlivened now and 
then with flashes of humor and an 
occasioned neatly tu phrase. In 
his earlier years Mr. Burges was a 
journalist. He has written several pre- 
vious books. 

Unobtrusively and persuasively he 
leads the reader along, 
every debatable statement with ref- 
erence to source material, and, hav- 
ing established his premises, he ‘draws 
his material to a focus with the con- 
clusion that the white race is bio- 
logically different from the Negro 
race and that, since integration leads 
to intermarriage; integration and so- 
cia] equality are things to be avoided 
at all costs.

Airline Workers Take Dim 


View Of

A newspaper article of October 2, 1956, taken from the BOSTON GLOBE, states that the 
above-listed airlines “have agreed on a policy designed to ban discrimination nationally in the 
hiring of their personnel”, which agreement “is aimed at ending what has amounted to a ban on 
the hiring of Negroes for airlines jobs in such categories as pilot, navigator, or stewardess.” 


As white airline flight crew members, we wish to register a strong protest against this afore- 
mentioned policy, whether proposed or.actually in effect: First of all, we wish to state in all honesty 
that we are not opposed to hiring Negroes for any position which they might be qualified to 
handle, UNLESS this procedure infringes on the personal rights of other workers. And, in the 
case of accepting Negroes as flight crew members, we feel most assuredly that a violation of in- 
dividual rights of white workers would be involved. This is because employment as a flight crew 
member includes not just the nécessary business contact among co-workers, but in the flight

schedule there is an involuntary® 


social contact among crew mem- 
bers. Business relations cease 
when the flight duty terminates, 
but at lay-overs when away from 
the home base an involuntary 
social relationship goes into ef- 
fect when the crew shares a taxi 
to their hotel, and, when at the 
hotel, they share a dining table, 
or, when of the same sex, they 
share a common room, closet 
and bathroom. 


The immutable, undeniable differ- 
ences between the Caucasion and 
Negro races wiil cause employment 
fe a plan which mixes these races 
to be forever extremely distasteful for 
all concerned, to put it mildly. The 
airlines involved will suffer disastrous 
consequences if and when an attempt 
is made to mix the oil and water of 
the colored and white races in airline 
flight crews. 


Violation of Rights 

Common sense and common de- 
cency demand consideration for ALL 
workers. That the Negro might be 
denied work open to whites is unfor- 
tunately possible, but if the Negro’s 
dhuoreticnl right to a given position 
must be won at the cost of discomfort, 
inconvenience and distress of the 
white working majority, then, this is 
not a right but a violation of rights. 
We, like other flight crew members, 
accepted our employment because we 
approved of our respective companies’ 
fair treatment of their flight crews 
away from home base, ere otNer 
considerations. Forced mingling of 
these two races in flight crews is not 
an attractive prospect, and will serve 
only to diminish the efficiency and 
prestige of these great airline organi- 
zations, because of the fact that mix- 
ing of the white and colored races, 
wherever it has been or is being 
practiced, without exception, lowers 
the moral and mental caliber of the 
group involved (See U. S. News & 
World Report, July 6, 1956, page 56- 
57). Airline flight crews would most 
certainly be no exception to this rule. 


Lincoln Quoted 

If these last statements appear to 
be harsh and incredible, let them be 
reinforced by the following quotation 
of Abraham Lincoln, the “Great 
Emancipator”: August 14, 1862, Lin- 
coln, addressing a deputation of color- 
ed men, said “We have between us a 
broader difference than exists be- 
tween almost any other two races. 
Whether it is right or wrong, I nee 
not discuss, but this physical differ- 
ence is a great disadvantage to us 
both, as I think. Your race suffer, 
very greatly, many of them, by living 
among us, while ours suffer from your 
presence. In a word, we suffer on 
both sides. If this is admitted, it 
affords a reason, at least, why we 
should be separated . . . it is better 
for us, therefore, to be separated.” 
(This quotation can be found in the 
book, “ABRAHAM LINCOLN—THE 
LAWYER-STATESMAN”, by John 
T. Richards and published by Hough- 
ton Mifflin Co.) 

It is our firm belief that the great 
airlines will not bow to minority pres- 
sure and cause the position of a flight 
crew member to become unfit, un- 
desirable and unbearable for the great 
majority of white workers. 

The only reply to this communica- 
tion which is expected or desired is 
a continuation of the original policy 
of hiring and maintaining all-white 
airline flight crews.

Issue Has Been Forced 
(AN EDITCRIAL) 

Elsewhere on these pages there is presented a review of a most in- 
teresting article by Professor C. Vann Woodward of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity comparing the Reconstruction of 1866-1875 and the New Recon- 
struction of our own day. 

Professor Woodward names three principal differences between these 
two Reconstructions. (In passing, one cannot help but wonder mildly 
what the reaction of the average non-Southerner would be to hear himself 
and his section continually described as objects to be reconstructed, and 
by strangers whose self imposed moral superiority admits no competition 
whatsoever.) 

These three differences are: 

1. A cleavage between generations in their outlook on race. 

2. Virtually all of the major national churches, supported by their 
Southern branches, have in some degree come out against segre- 
gation, as opposed to the sectional breach that opened during 
the antebellum struggle over slavery. 

3. Negroes are better equipped and vastly better organized to press 
their advantages than their newly emancipated grandfathers and 
great grandfathers. 

These points are well taken and deserve comment. 

With respect to the supposed cleavage between generations in their 
outlook on race, it is difficult to separate fact from propaganda. The 
opposition has continually pounded the idea that the younger generation 
is freer from “prejudice” than the older, and that as soon as the old “die- 
hards” pass on, everything will be peaches and cream for mixing Negroes 
and Caucasians indiscriminately. In view of the continuous campaign 
of indoctrination carried on against American youth through “progressive 
education” and the “social gospel,” it would be surprising indeed if inroads 
had not been made, particularly in view of the utter absence for years 
of any opposing influences capable of competing with the leftist ap- 
paratus. 

The surprising thing is that the inroads have not been greater. Ac- 
tually, however, it occurs to this writer that there is misinterpretation on 
both sides with respect to the prevailing attitude among the largest numbers 
of younger people, that is to say, an attitude of more or less indifference 
toward the whole subject. This should surprise no one. The serious 
issues of life, with respect to social mixing of the Negro and Caucasian 
races or with respect to any other subject, do not become matters of 
concern until a certain maturity has been reached. 

It may come as a shock to the integrationists, who fondly believe 
that their opposition is tottering on the brink of an early demise, to know 
that the largest single group represented in the Citizens’ Councils is com- 
posed of veterans of World War II and Korea, ranging in age from 30 to 
45. 

Another point needs to be made. The younger children, those of 
elementary school age, and extending into the junior high school age group, 
are being impressed by their parents with the seriousness of the racial 
issue as their brothers and sisters of senior high and college age never 
were. The Supreme Court may count this among their accomplishments 
on May 17, 1954. 

It has been frantically charged in the opposition press that a whole 
generation of young “bigots” is. being raised in the South. Considering 
the source, the compliment is accepted. 

As far as the major national churches are concerned, significant op- 
position is developing within local churches, at least insofar as their 
Southern branches are concerned, to the positions taken nationally in 
support of the Supreme Court decision against segregation. There is a 
growing feeling among devout church-goers that the proper sphere of 
activity for the church is spiritual—not social or political or economic 
or racial. 

Some months ago im Virginia a large number of the clergy openly 
and vigorously fought a referendum designed to strengthen the segregation 
laws. The severe rebuff accorded these gentlemen by the voters would 
seem to indicate that their influence does not extend appreciably beyond 
the spiritual realm. 

With respect to Professor Woodward's third point, namely, that the 
Negroes are better equipped and vastly better organized to press their ad- 
vantages than were their newly emancipated forebears, we are in com- 
plete agreement as to its accuracy. 

As a matter of fact, failure on the part of most Southern people to 
appreciate this condition has been the source of greatest danger to our 
society. 

The vast majority of white Southerners simply could not believe 
that an appreciable number of Negroes, particularly those having acquired 
a taste of command in the newly integrated armed forces, were determined 
and organized to capture the sources of community power. ,That they 
were being used as pawns by others for even more questionable aims was 
beyond the wildest flights of fancy of our more vegetative citizens. 

However, now that the contest is in the open, and now that there is 
a contest, the element of surprise has largely been eliminated. 

Through organized aggressiveness, the modern American Negro has 
forced upon the white people of this nation a conflict of interests which 
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(Continued from page 3) 
press and of Southern leaders was 
acquiescent. 

But, Professor Woodward writes, 
“There were a few signs of what was 
to come. Mississippi came forward in 
her historic role as leader of the 
Southern racial reaction, just as she 
had come forward in 1875 to over- 
throw Reconstruction and in 1890 to 
disfranchise the Negro: the third Mis- 
sissippi Plan took the form of the 
Citizens’ Councils, which were started 
in Indianola in July, 1954, to wage 
an unremitting war in defense of 
segregation.” 

There followed-a period of dismay 
for those who believed in social sepa- 
ration of the white and colored races. 
Nineteen court decisons had been 
rendered upholding the Supreme 
Court ruling that segregation was 
illegal. The National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People 
had filed demands for mixing the 
races with 170 school beards in 17 
states. 

Further, “. . . came renewed attacks 
from within the South—from the Ne- 
groes themselves. No longer the fa- 
miliar, submissive creatures whom 
Southerners thought they knew so 
well, Negroes realized that they at 
last had the law and the courts on 
their side.” 

RESISTANCE STIFFENS 

Instead of bowing to these pres- 
sures, white Southerners did just the 
opposite. “Resistance hardend up and 
down the line, and in places stiffened 
into L 5. defiance. The Citizens’ 
Councils movement spread out from 
Mississippi into Louisiana, Alabama, 
Texas, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, 
and South Carolina; similar organiza- 
tions appeared elsewhere.” 

This attitude was reflected in the 
state legislatures. “In the first three 
months of 1956 the legislatures of five 
Southern prredana = meng Georgia, 
Mississippi, South Carolina and Vir- 
pom oe at least 42 pro-segre- 
gation measures, mainly dealing with 
schools . . . Swept by the contagi 
of defiance, several states that had 
hitherto taken a moderate stand now 
switched over suddenly to the resist-

“No doubt a good deal of this defi- 
ance can be dismissed as the bluster 
of political expediency. But,” writes — 
Professor Woodward, “It would be a | 
grave mistake for the rest of the coun- | 
try to dismiss the whole resistance in | 
those terms. Most of it is deeply felt 
and in deadly earnest.” 


ACCURATE DIAGNOSIS 
Few Southerners would disagree 
with Professor Woodward on that 7 
statement. The author ends by point- | 
ing out, quite accurately we believe, — 
that there are three areas of difference 
between the New Reconstruction and 
the Old. These are: 


1. A cleavage between generations © 
in their outlook on race. 2. Virtually — 
all of the major national churches, | 
supported by their Southern branches, ~ 
have in some degree come out against — 
segregation, as opposed to the sec- 
tional breach that opened during the © 
antebellum struggle over slavery. 3. ~ 
Negroes are better equipped and vast- 
ly better organized to press their ad-— 
vantages than were their newly eman- © 
cipated grandfathers and great grand- 
fathers. 4 

These three points are discussed — 
briefly elsewhere in this issue.
